ay HOUGH the Almighty and Eternal 
Hod, has no Occaſion for any Temple or 
Houſe to dwell in, for the Heaven of 
Heavens is not able to contain him; yet it 
has pleaſed this alone Wiſe Being to order, 
that a Tabernacle ſhould be built for him 
| by Moſes, and by Solomon a Temple at Je- 
_ as his Sanctuary. But both were to be built not 
after the Invention of Man, but after a Pattern which the 
Lord himſelf had given. The whole Model of the Taberna- 
cle was ſhown to Moſes upon the Mount of Sinai, Exod. 
25. 9. and the Pattern of the Temple at Jeruſalem was 
likewiſe given to David by the Hand of the Lord, which he 
gave Solomon his Son, 1 Chron. 28. 11. 
David himſelf did intend to build a Temple to the Lord, 
v hich Intention he declared to Nathan the Prophet, 2 Sam. 7. 
1,2, 3. But the Lord God would not permit him, becauſe 
he had made great Wars in his Reign, having ill to conflict 
againſt a great many Enemies, 1 Chroz, 23. 8, Nevertheleſs 
he prepared all that was neceſſary to the Building of a Tem- 
ple; which having done, he aſſembled all the Princes of the 
twelve Tribes, and ordered and encouraged Solomon pub- 
lickly in their Preſence, to build the Temple, 1 Chr0s. 28. 
I, 10. and gave him the Pattern or Scheme of all the 
Houſes, v. 11, 12. and the Courſes of the Prieſts and Le- 
B vites,

vites, v. 11—3t. as likewiſe the Pattern of the Cherubim, 
v.18. exhorting his Servants, becauſe his Son Solomon was 
yet young, to aſſiſt him with their Counſels and Actions. 
He himſelf gave to the building of the Temple, out of his 
own Treaſures, beſides all manner of precious Stones, 
three thouſand Talents of Gold of Ophir, and ſeven thou- 


— ſand Talents of Silver, 2 Chron. 29. 2, 


The Princes of his Kingdom . the glorious Ex- 
ample of their King, and gave five thouſand Talents, and 
ten thouſand Drams of Gold, ten thouſand Talents of 
Silver, eighteen thouſand Talents of Braſs, and one hun- 
dred thouſand Talents of Iron, as alſo a great many of 
the moſt precious Stones. For the more ſplendid Decora- 
tion of the Temple, v. 6, 7, 8. King David ordered all Ar- 
chitects, Maſons, Cc. he brought together Heaps of Iron- 
Works, ſent to Do and Sidon for Cedar- Wood, fo that af- 
rer all Sorts of Building Materials, a vaſt Store was prepa- 
red for the Building of the Temple. 

When David the King was dead, being advanc'd in 
Years, and having obrained much Riches and Honour ; 
and Solomon confirm'd by the Lord in his Kingdom, who 
gave Peace and reſt in his happy and proſperovs Reign, 
1 Ring. 1. 4. he begun the Building of the Temple, which 
King David his Father had committed to his Care. He 
ſent to Hiram King of Tyro, deſiring him to ſend a ſuffi 
cient Number of skilful Work-men, which were granted 
him, v. 8 — 15. Thereupon King Sr /omon divided the La- 
bourers into ſeveral (laſſes, threeſcore and ten thou- 
fand Men he ordered to bear Burdens, and fourſcore 
thouſand to hew in the Mountains, and three thouſand 
fix hundred to overſee them, 2 Chroy, 2. 1, 2. fo that by 
ſuch like Orders, through the Bleſhng and Aſſiſtance of 
Almighty God, this Wonderful, Magnihcent, and precious 
Conitruction of the Temple was finiſhed in ſeven Years, 
V. 37, 38. 

Here- 
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Hereafter Solomon aſſembled all the Princes and Heads 
of the Tribes at Jeraſalem, who ſhould be together at the 
Conſecration of the Houſe of the Lord, 1 Kings 8. 1—9. 
whatſoever King David had Dedicated, Gold, Silver, and 
precious Veſſels, were carried up into the Temple, 1 King. 

51. The Prieſts brought the Ark of the Covenant of 
the Lord unto his Place, into the Oracle of the Houſe to the 
Moſt Holy Place. The Tabernacle of Moſes wherein hither- 
to Divine-Service was celebrated, was likewiſe with all its 
Veſſels, carried up into the Temple, in Preſence of the 
King and a great Congregation of the People, 1 King 8. 4. 
This being done, the Golden-Candleſtick, Shew- Bread 
Tables, &c. being pur into their ſeveral Places in the Temple, 
ſo that all was in Perfection, the Lord gave ſoon after a 
Sign of his moſt Glorious and Gracious Preſence : For x 
Cloud and Milt fill'd the Houſe of the Lord, fo that the 
Prieſts could not ſtand ro miniſter, becauſe of the Cloud; 
for the Glory of the Lord had filled the Houſe of the Lord, 
1 King. 8. 10, Ir. 1 Chron. 5. 11. which occaſioned a 
Gladneſs of Heart and Thankſgiving to the Lord in all the 
People, 1 King. 8.12—21. And Solomon role before the 
Altar of the Lord, before the Eyes of all 1/rael, and lifted 
up his Hands towards Heaven, and delivered up to the 
Lord in moſt ardent Prayers and Devotion, this new built 
Houſe for his Temple and Sanctuary, v. 22—53. 

Soon after the Burat-Offering and the Sacrifices being 
brought upon the High-Altar, the Lord as a Teltimony 
of his Acceptation, ſent down the Fire from Heaven and 
conſum'd the Burnt-Offering by its Flame before the Eyes 
of all 1/rae!, which were preſent in an innumerable Num- 
ber, 1 Chron. 7. 1. And when all the People ſa this, 
they were full of Gladneſs, bowing down themſelves with 
their Faces to the Ground, worſhipping and praiſing the 
Lord, v. 3=7. In ſuch Devotion they continusd full 
ſeven Days ; and when they were finiſhed with Praying, 
Singing, and Prailing the Lord, they went Home again 

B 2 glad 
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and joyful in Heart, for all the Goodneſs that the Lord had 
done for Iſrael his People, 1 King. 8. 65, 66. 

This Temple erected by Solomon, the Lord himſelf ſtyles 
by the Prophets of the Iſraelites, their Strength, the Foy of 
their:Glory, and the Deſire of their Eyes, and that whereupon 
they ſet their Minds, Ezk, 24. 25. Here were brought all 
the Sacrifices ; here thrice in a Year all Mankind ot 1/rae/, 
was obliged to meet; it was in this very Place, where ſo 
many thouſand Vraclites, with their Pſalms and Praiſes, 
did worſhip the only God of Heaven and Earth, to the 
utmoſt of their Souls. The inward Part of the Temple, 
the Cieling, Floor, and Walls were covered round about 
with thick and maſly Gold; the outward Part was built 
of the fineſt and whiteſt Marble. When the Travellers 
© Jerufalem beheld the Temple at a Diſtance, it ſeem'd to 
be a great, clear and white Mountain of Snow : But the 
Sun ſhining with its Beams, upon the Top of the Temple, 
which was overlaid with fine poliſh'd golden Plates, 
it appear'd as if a vaſt Number of burning Lamps, and 
and Flames of Fire broke out of this white Mountain of 
Snow. 

This Temple muſt be meafured by a Calamas (Rule, Mea- 
ſure, Reed) that contains ſix Cubits, a Cubit is ſix Pal- 
mos, or Hand-breath, the Palm. of four Inches. 

The whole Deſcription of the Temple contains Two Parts: 
In the firſt whereof are deſcribed the Cawrrs, in the Second 
the Temple it felt, 
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of þ the COURTS. 


HERE having been three Courts of the 
Temple, we have to conſider three Chap- 
ters; the firſt whereof treats of the Court

SIDED, HE Ground or the Place whereupon the Temple 
 T f, WaSeretted was Mount Moriah, 2 Chron. 3 v. 1, 
2 „ Which Mountain, that it might be fitted for ſo 
57+ + great an Edifice, was at firſt ſurrounded with a 
ſquare Wall : Afterwards the Space betwixt the Mount and 
the Wall, was fill'd up with Earth. So that by this Means, 
an even Space of 125 Calam. was made, in the Length and 
Breadth, whereupon the Temple and all its Courts were 
built. The Wall was zoo Cubits high, 50 Cubits thick 
for the better reſiſting the Earth, and for preventing the 
giving way to its Preſſure, large Buttreſſes were erected a- 
gainſt it, which in the uppermoſt Part were thick 50 Cubits, 
in the undermoſt 150 Cubit, broad 50, and high 300 Cu- 
bits. Such Buttreſſes are on each Side fix, v/z. two upon 
each Corner, and two in the Middle, except the North- 
ſide, where the two Middle-moſt were left out, becauſe 
the Valley was not ſo deep there.

And this is the Length of the Wall on each Side, ſo that 
the Wall after this Proportion on all four Sides, contains 
500 Cal. 

Farther it is to be obſetved, That on the Weſt ſide the 
Valley is not fo deep, and therefore the Wall and its Bur- 
treſſes have not been ſo high as they were towards the Eaſt 
and South Sides. The North-ſide, where the Valley was. 
the flatteſt, and the Wall the loweſt, had in the Middle as. 
we have mentioned already no Buttreſles at all.

Upon the ſaid Wall was a Balluſtrade or Gallery, which 
ſurrounded in a Square all that did belong to the Temple, 
which is long on each vide 125 Calan, and is quite cloſe all 
along, except the Places which are over againſt the Gates, 
where on the South and North-{ide have been Paſſages, 
and above on the South fide two Openings more, one of 
them towards the South-weſt, the other towards the South- 
eaſt, over againſt rhe two Corner-Steeples of the out ward 
Court, and four on the Welt-lide, over againſt the four 
Steeples of the ſame Coart.

Walks, which are covered 
with a Cedar Cieling, whereupon ia the ſecond Story is in 
the Middle but one ſingle Walk. This Gallery is toge- 
ther with the Wall ſeven Cal. and the open Place eight Cal.

The Second Court which follows, is called the Outward Court, 
or the Court of Iſrael, where no Heathens, but only the Jews 
were permitted to walk in. -It.lays ſomewhat higher then 
the Court of the Gentiles, ſo that there is a going up by Seven 
Steps, and is incloſed again with a ſquare and Eid Wall 
It is divided into Galleries and open Places. The Galleries 
have like wiſe underneath: three covered Walks, but a bove 
two Stories more with Habitations and Rooms, eight 
Cal. broad The open Place is divided twice in the Breadtli, 
with other Galleries, like to the former, on each Side, except 
the Weſt ſide; ſolthat thoſe ſix Gallerles form feven ſquare 
Places, Which ate of one hund red Cubits. The ſaid three 
Side Galleries have in the Middle a Magnificent Gate, but 
thoſe towards the Weſt but two Doors. |

Concerning the Place it ſelf, It was divided into twoe 
Parts, ſo that each of them was one hundred Cubits, both 
in Length and Breadth, like the Places in the Outward 
Court, in caſe ſo broad a Gallery ſhould divide it, as there. 
But only one ſingle Grate- work ſeparating one from the 
other, the Space towards the Eaſt equally of one hundred 
Cubits both in Length and Breadth; the other towards 
the Weſt one hundred Cubits broad, but one hundred and 
fifty Cubits long.

Out of the ſaid Scheme is to be ſeen, that the Coming in, 
into the Court of the Gentiles, was thro a Grate- work, 
which ſurrounded the whole Temple.

14.27. that the Table whereupon was written the Praiſe 
of Simon had been poſted up there, Conf. v. 48. where it is 
Aid, that they had hang'd up the Breſs Tables within the Com- 
paſs f the Sanctuary in a conſpicuous Place. But the Ballaſtrade 
(Gallery) is not equal after the Perpendicular with the 
Foundation. Wall, but begins firſt after half a Calamus, 
therefore it is long on each Side, together with the Border 
one hundred and twenty-five Calam. which on all four 
Sides amounts to five hundred Calam. How many Open- 
ings this Ballaſtrade has, is already mention'd above, F. 2.

great Arches of Stone, whereby he joyn'd his Houſe, which

The Pede- 
ſtals of the Gallery were put juſt over-againſt the under- 
moſt Pillars, and are as to their Bigneſs anſwerable to the 
Feet of the uppermoſt Pillars. The Space betwixt the Pe- 
deſtals is filled up with Grate- work. To this upper Gal- 
lery you go by the Help of round winding Stairs, where- 
of are four, being in each Corner one betwixt four 
middle Pillars.

The open Place in the Court of the Gentiles is eight C al, 
or fifty Cubits broad, and on each Side fix hundred Cubits 
long. Ihe Ground as well in the open Place as in the 
Gallery, was paved with all ſorts of Precious Stones. In 
this Court every one, even the Strangers were permitted to 
enter, except only the Women that were unclean, vid. Jo- 
ſeph. Lib. 2. contra Appion. In the Eaſt Part of this Court 
was the Porch of Solomon, hence Chriſt the Lord did caſt out 
the Buyers and Sellers, and where he was uſed to preach 
and to walk, John 10. v, 22, 23. As likewiſe St. Peter and 
St. John did when they cured the Lame, Ads 3. 11. 
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Of the outward Court, or the Court 
of Iſrael.

Betwixt the half Pillars in the Breadth of the Gate, there 
was left open a Space broad ten Cubits, which is called the 
open Place in the Gate; the Length thereof is to be gueſs'd 
at, out of the Length of the Gate without, conſidering the 
Thickneſs of the Poſts ; as for the Height, it is proportio- 
nable to the Polts, which are high together with the Cha- 
piter and without the Baſis twenty Cubits. Hereupon you 
enter through the ſecond Opening out of the Gate into the 
Court it ſelt. Betwixt this ſecond Opening and the firlt is 
only this Difference, that it is cover'd wich an Arch, which 
is like to the other Arches of the Gate and of the Courts.

rated. In the large Bays betwixt the half Pillars of che 
firſt Story are Windows, juſt at the Place where they are 
in the Court of the Heathexs, except only that the upper- 
moit Window is round, and that there is one little 
ſquare more, underneath in the Stereobete, (the Wall 
between the Bas of the Pillars) for to enlighten the Ciyto- 
portions or Cellar.

Theſe Galleries are like thoſe in the Court of the Heat hens, 
becauſe they have alſo four Rows of Pillars, where betwixt 
are three Walks, but with this Difference, that the fourth 
or laſt Row is not of Pillars but of Poſts, which are joyn'd 
to each other above with Arches, the Light whereof is 
high thirteen Cubits above the Pedeſtals, therefore the 
Bays which are inward between the half Pillars, are like- 
wiſe adorned with ſuch Arches. The ſaid Poſts make theſe 
Galleries alſo one Calam. broader than thoſe that are in 
the Court of the H-athens, ſo that they are eight Calam. 
broad, and equal to the Length of the Gate. All the Poſts 
of the Galleries are four Cubics broad and one Calam. thick, 
like the two middle Polts in the Gates, except the corner 
Poſts, whereot each is one Calam. broad.

The open Place of the outward Court is on three Sides, 
(the Weſt-ſide excepted!) divided twice with Galleries, 
ſo that always a Place of 100 Cubits long and broad 
is left betwixt them. Theſe croſs Galleries are like the 
other Galleries, only that they have no ſolid Wall, but 
on both ſides Poſts with Arches. Their Breadth is equal 
with the Breadth of the long Galleries, conſiſting of eight 
Calam. or fifty Cubits, the Length anſwering the Places 
where they run through, and therefore they are long ſix- 
teen Calam. or a hundred Cubits, and exceeding tw.ce 
the Breadth. And becauſe the long Galleries of the 
Inner Court, as well as of the Outward Court are divided 
by them ; therefore each Place on all Sides is ſurrounded 
with Galleries which are long ſixteen Calam. containing 
ſeven Poſts, and making eight Intercolamnia, furrounded 
with three different Polts, except in Places where Doors 
are, in this Caſe the middlemoſt Poſt is left out, (be- 
cauſe of the Opening and divided into twoParts, whereof 
one Part is given to each of the neareſt Poſts, ſa that there 
are but ſix Foſts and ſeven Intercolumnia.

There are on the Galleries three Stories, which are to- 
gether ſixty Cubits high, on which the Towers and 
Gates appear with the Turrets upon them. Of their 
Meaſure and Proportion, we will treat hereafter more at 
large, making only a ſhort mention in this Place, of 
the Rooms you find in the ſecond and third Story, In 
theſe Rooms on both the outward ſides, you have a ſo- 
lid Wall, adorn'd on the outſide with half Pillars, and on 
the inſide with half Poſts. Inſtead of the two middle moſt 
Rows of Pillars are above ſquare Poſts, the Centers where 
of are two Calam. diſtant from one another, like the Cen- 
ters of the Pillars in the undermoſt Story. And as below 
are left three Walks betwixt four Rows of Pillars, fo like- 
wiſe are here three Spaces left betwixt the Walls and the 
Poſts. The two out-lide Spaces were crofs*d both in Length 
and Breadth, with a thin Wall in ſuch a Manaer, that 


each Iutercolumnium did make a Room, which was twelve 


Cubits ſquare, but the middle moſt Space was left open for 
a long walk throughout the whole Edifice, where on both 
Sides was the going into the Rooms. Bur as to the ſquare 
Place we have mention'd in the former Section, they are 
left open for the Paſſage, but eſpecially for the Light. All 
the Rooms were deſigned to various Services for Miniſters, 
but the greatelt Part thereof inhabited by Levites and Prieſts, 
Above the South Gate the H:gb-Prieſt and Elders had their 
Congregation. Above and upon the Gate towards the 
North, there was the Schola Theologie, or the Schoot 
of Divinity, as is to be ſeen in the Ichnographia of the 
Temple.

Concerning the Place in the open Air, the ſame is as 
we have mention'd already, divided into ſeven Places by 
croſs Galleries, amongſt whom the Place towards the Eaſt 
is the middle one; and here ſtood Solomon when he conſe- 
crated the Temple, and is ſurrounded by fix other Places, 
whereof three are towards the South, and the Ike Num- 
ber towards the Eaſt, each ſixteen Calam. long and broad,

As there were above Ground, Galleries or Portico's, ſo 
there are likewiſe Cryptoporticus or Cellars under Ground,

the ſubterranean Building. About the Meaſure and Uſe of 
them, to mention only ſomething in ſhort, each of thoſe 
Cryptoporticas's is broad nine Calam. the three Spaces or 
Walks, together with the two middle Poſts five Calam. 
(each of them being one Calam.) and the inſide Wall two 


Calam. amounts in all to nine Calam. Of which Cellars, 


thoſe that were under the four Corners of the Oztward 
Court, were uſed tor boiling Places, Ezek.

Steps, are made not in the Gate but in the Wall ; bur as 
for the Uſe they are different, becauſe the Przeſts and Le- 
vites had to perform the Offering Services, whereof Ezek.

So far it is true, that the Gate towards the North, has 
been deſtined for the killing and preparing of Sacrifices,

Levit. 1. v.11, 13- where for this Purpoſe have been Ta- 
bles on the Baſis of the Polts, whereupon the Sacrifice 
was waſh'd, and cleav?d, or cut in Pieces, and the Of- 
tering laſtruments were put. And in the Gate being eight 
Baſis of Polts, eight Tables were likewiſe to be ſeen. 
Theſe Table were long one Cubit and half, broad one Cu- 
bit and half, and high one Cubit, they had no Frames, 
but were made out of folid Marble. As for the Boards of 
the Tables the following Proportion or Meaſure is to be 
obſerved : The upper Poſt of the Table is nine Palm. long 
and broad, or — Cubit and half (becauſe ſix Palms make 
one Cubit) thei undermoſt Altar is {.ven Palus long, and 
five Palms high, the Board from above going on each Side 
one Palm. in ward, being alſo one Palm, or tour Inches which 
is one Sixth of a Cubit broad. .

Concerning the Galleries which follow, is to be obſerv'd, 
that the Floors of them lay not ſo high, as thoſe of the 
Gates, but are of an equal Height with the Outward Court ; 
and the open Places are only heightned in the Inner Court, 
ſo that they anſwer the Height of the Gates. The Galleries 
{urrounds the Place only on three Sides, viz. on the Eaſt, 
South, and North Side, for the South and North Galleries 
extend themſelves to the Weſt Gallery of the Outward Court, 
ig ſuch a Manner that the Weſt-ſide is by them incloſed.

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They are alſo equal to the Galleries of the Outward Court, 
nevertheleſs, with this Difference, that inſtead of the out - 
ward Wall, there are found only Poſts joyn'd hy Arches, 
fo that one may ſee through them from the Outward to the 
Inner Court. In the ſecond or third Story are likewiſe 
Chambers, ſome of them we have to mention here; Viz. 
in the ſecond Story towards the Eaſt are ſeven Chambers, 
the five midd/e-molt were for the S'ngers, the corner one 
towards the South was for the Prieits that watch'd in the 
Temple, the corner one towards the North for the Prieſts 
that were to take care of the Altar. The Chambers of 
the South and North Ga!ler:cs, are partly on the Side of 
the Court of the Pr:eſts, partly on the Side of the Temple, 
the Norther-molt of the Courts of the Prieſts, was for the 
holy Virgins. - The other Chambers which were on both 
Sides ol th2 Temp/e, are eight in Number on each Side, 
in the fi-{t Chamber on the E1it corner was the Stairs, for 
the Paſſage into the other Chambers the following ſix were 
called Kefeitoria Sancta, were the Prieſts did eat the holy 
Meat of the Offering, where they pull'd off their Ceremo- 
nial Cioths or Garments, putting on others; the laſt of 
thoſe Chambers Weſtward was a Kitchin for the Prieſts 
for to boil, to bake, and to roaſt whatſoever did belong to 
the Divine Service, Ezek. 46. v. 20. Levit. 6. v. 20, 21.

The open Place of the Inner Court, is divided into two 
Parts by a Ballaſtra de or Grate-work of Marble; in one of 
them Weſtward, is the Temple.

The chiefeſt Piece that was found in this Court, was the 
Beaſt- Altar of Burnt Offering, having its Place not only in 
the Middle of the Court, but alſo in the Center of the whole 
Temple Ground, this Altar is deſcribed by Ezek 43. v. 13, 
What is to be conſidered concerning the firſt, is the Ditch 
which ſurroundeth the whole Altar, being one Cubit deep 
and one broad, hollow'd out in Marble in the Form of a 
Semi-circle cover'd with Braſs, and put into the Earth equal 
to the Level of the Ground. Here the Blood of the Offer- 
ings runs in, which through certain Holes under 
Ground, it did run out again in the Brook, whereof E- 
Sek. 47. Oa the out-lide this Ditch was ſurrounded with 
a Grate-work, which was high half a Cubit, not only to 
defend People from ſtepping or falling in, but alſo for Or- 
nament fake. In the inlide of the Ditch, the Altar it ſelf 
was erected ; this Altar has two ſquare Bajes, the under- 
molt is high two Cubits, the other tour Cubics W here- 
upon is put the Altar called Ariel, which is alſo four Cubits 
high, The whole Height is therefore ten Cubits. On the 
Top of the Altar on the four Corners are Horns, the Baſis 3 
whereot is one Cubit, the Horn it ſelf two Cubits. Be- 14 
twixt the Horns of the Altar was made round a Crown one 
Cubit and a half high. The Breadth of the Altar contains 
the following Proportion or Meaſure.

rence did contain thirty Cubits, its Heighth was five Cu- 
bits. 1 King. 7. 26. is told, that it contained two thouſand 


Baths of Water, which is after our modern Meaſure one 
hundred ninty five Hogſheads. It was adorned with fix 


Corolle in two Rows, each Row having three Corole; and 
the Compaſs of the Sea being of thirty Cubits, each Co- 
rolla mult be long ten Cubits. It ſtood upon a round Baſe, 
ſupported by twelve Oxen, towards each of the four 
Winds three; therefore the Baſon wherein they ſtand is uke 
a Croſs. Out of this Sea the Prieſts did waſh themſelves, 
2 Chron, 4. 6. The Water is drawn through the Mouth of 
the Oxen by Taps into the Laver, where the Prieſts ſtept 
in, the unclean Water run oft through cover'd Channels 
under Ground.

Above 
upon the Baſes, which were ſurrounded with a ſmall Grate, 
was put aCherub in the Middle to the four Winds ; their 
Wings they did ſpread in this Manner, that the Laver was 
ſupported by them as by Shoulders. The Top of the 
Baſe was round, and together with the uppermoſt Ledges 
out of one caſt, bur the Baſe by it ſelf aſunder; therefore [3 
the Baſe had a Hole which anſwered to the Foot, and was 4 
faſtened upon it. The Foot is wide one Cubit and half be- 
low, and above one Cubit, the — is one Cubit. The 
Laver it ſelf is four Cubits wide and two Cubits deep, the 
Braſs of it is two Inches thick, the Neck was bent inward, 
and the Brim hangs quite over. Such a Laver did con- 
tain forty Baths, which is almoſt four Hogſheads, there 
out the Water was drawn with Cranes and the Offering-

The Oatward Wall of the Porch, which alſo goes quite 
round the Temple, is thick five Cubits, wherefore the two 
Poſts on the Gate, are likewiſe five Cubits thick or broad. 
The Gate is large ſourteen Cubits, high thirty-two Cu. 
bits, having above an Arch, but no Door, being always 
open, Joſeph. Lib. 5 Belli c. 4. Nevertheleſs, in rainy 
Weather a Vail was drawn before it. From the Opening 
to the Corners, there were left on each Side three Cubits, 
which added to the ſormer ſourteen Cubits, make the 
whole Length of the Porch twenty Cubits, which is the 
ſame with the Breadth of the Temple, The Breadth of the

Ta the Porch on both Sides of the Gate towards the 
Holy Place, where two Braſs Pillars, whereof one was calPd 
Jachin, the other Boas, The Meaſure of the fame is con- 
jormable to the Pillars in the Courts, except that they have 
no particular Pedeſtals, but ſtand with their Feet cloſe to 
the Ground, which is heighten'd by little and little 
throvgh the Steps, to an equal Height with the Pede- 
ſtals in the Courts, Without the Pedeſtals, thoſe Pillars- 
conſiſt, like all the other Pillars, in two Parts more; the 
firſt is the Fillar it ſelf, the ſecond the Ornaments of the 
Beams above the Pillars. On the Pillar it ſelf three Pieces 
are to be minded, the Fcot, the bare Pillar or Shaft, and 
the Chapiter or Capital. The Beam work is likewiſe divi- 
ded into three Parts; the firſt is called Architra or Epiſty- 
Kum is a Beam which lays croſs over the the Pillar, the ſe- 
cond is Zyphoras, conſiſting out of Frighyhs and Metopis, 
with the 7>/glyphs, the Ends of the Beams that ſtand out 
are adorned, Metopæ are call'd the Bays betwixt the two 
Ends of the Beams, The third is call'd Coronice, or the 
chief Corniſh, being a Beam which is and lays crofs'above ; 
in this Coronice or Corniſh are certain Bays with Pomegra- 
nates, Which are incloled with Net or Chain: work. [he 
Meaſure and Dimenſions of the aboveſaid Pieces, as well as 
the Names, are commonly found in the Books of Archite- 
Qture. Theſe Pillars are hollow within, and fluted without; 
the Braſs of the ſame was tour Inches thick, the Flutes be.

Parts of the Temple, viz. the Holy and the Moſt

Poſts on each Side of the Gate, as likewiſe the Threſhold 
below and above are (ix Cubits broad. The Gate or the 
Opening in the Wall is ten Cubits wide, and twenty Cubits 
high, not arched bur ſquare, Ihe remaining Part of the 
Wall, from the Gate to the innermoſt Corner, has on 
each Side five Cubits. The Doors are of two Leaves of 
Cedar-Wood, each of them having a ſmall Door of Olive- 
Wood. Ihere is above on the Inſide, a Vail or Hanging, 
Which is like the Vail of the 4% Huly Place.

The Holy is long forty Cubits, broad twenty Cubits, 
high to the Window twenty-five, till to the Arch (as far 
the Windows reach likewiſe) thirty Cubits, with the Arch 
forty Cubits. The Inſide was every where, as well on 
the Walls and Doors, as alſo on the Floor and Arch 
wainſcotted with Cedar-Boards artificially carved with 
Cherubims, Palm-Trees, Flowers and Fruit. The Boards 
were over-laid with Golden Plates, the Plates faſten'd with 
Golden Nails, the Heads whereof were ſet with Precious 
Stones, 1 King. 6. v. 21. 2 Chron, 3. v. 6.

Almoſt at the Gate of the Holy Place ſtood the Golden 
Altar of Incenſe, which was high three Cubits, long and 
broad two Cubits, the Horns are one Cubit high: It is 
made all of Cedar- Wood, and over-laid with Gold, 
1 King. 7. v. 48. 44. On the four Corners were Rings 
for two Staves, {likewiſe of Wood overlaid wich Gold.) 
Upon this Altar tas Hz;gh-Pri:(t was obliged (1.) To burn 
Incenſe every Morni” and Evening, Exod. 30. v 7, 8. 
(2.) To have his Devor.on before the ſame, Levit. 6. v. 17, 
18, (3) To make ar A Hh ment upon the Horns of it once 
in a Year, with the Blood of the Si- Offering, Exod. 30. 
v. 10.

On the right and leſt Side of the Holy, were the ten 
Tables ior the Shew-bread, with ſo many Golden-Candle— 
ſticks, on cach Side five Tables and five Candlelticks, 
2 Chrom. 4. v. 8. Such a Table was made of Cedar-Wood 
over-laid with Gold, and was long two Cubits, broad > 
Cu iT, 
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Cubit, high one Cubit and half, Exod. 25, v. 23, 24. The 
Conſtruction of it conſiſted out of the Top and four Frames. 
The Top was beautify'd with two Crowns round the Bor- 
der, and a Ledge. The Top is four Inches thick, the 
two middlemolt Inches are quite rough caſted with va. 
rious Carved-Work, the two other Inches are the Crowns 
one above and one below. On each Frame is underneath 
the undermoſt Crown a Golden Ring, where the Staves 
are put through. Upon all the Tables were Shew-bread, 
(fo call'd, becauſe they were laid before the Eyes of the 
Lord,) being unleavened ; upon each Table were twelve, 
wiz. {ix and ſix above one another, and above che Bread a 
Cup with Incenſe was put. The Bread was bak-d the 
Day before the Sabbath, and laid upoa the Table ca:ly on 
the Sabbath, where it remained to the next Sabbath, 
when new Bread was put there, and rhe old eat by the 
Prieſts. The Incenle alſo was burat, ad freth Incenſe gt- 
ven. The Veſlels that were uſed to it, ate mentioned 
Exad. 25. v. 29. 


9. 5. 


The Candleſticks have a double Square Baſis in the Mid- 
dle; out of the Baſis cometh out a Shaft, which can be divi- 
ded into four Parts, each of them in three Pieces, viz. the 
Bow], the Lilly, and the Knop ; out of both Sides of the 
Shaft, three Arms are proceeding, like ſo many Branches 
from a Tree, each of them being divided into three Parts, 
and each of the latter again into three Pieces, viz. the 
Bowl, the Flower, and the Knop. Upon the uppermoſt 
Knop, as well of the Shaft as ofthe Branches, are Lamps ſeven 
in Number, all of an equal Height from the Ground, the 
Light whereof was turned towards the Table that was over- 
againſt them, Excd.

S2?ETWIXT the Holy and the Moff Hy, a Wall 

u as erected of Marble, like the other Walls. Ir 
was thus; Two Cubits and half (which alter the 

' cuſtomary Way ol the Holy Scripture is two Cu- 
bits) of the ſame Breadth, where alſo the Poits oa both 
Sides of the Gate of the Moſt Holy, This Wall 1s rec- 
kon'd into the forty Cubits of the Length of the Holy, 
The Gate or Opening is fix Cubits wide; fo that 
on each Side to the Corners, is lett a Breadth of ſeven 
Cubits, where on is plain the whole Length of the Wall, 


and the Breadth of the Mt Holy, viz. twenty Cubits. 


On the Inſide of this Wall was a moſt curious Vail, which 
is deſcribed Exod. 26. v. 31. The Mot Hol, Pace is allo 
twenty Cubits long and high, where above Was a Cedar 
Arch 10 Cubits high. 


§. 2. 


On the Walls of the Mof Holy are round about Chera- 
bims and Palin- recs, on each Side two, together eight Che- 
rulims and eight Palm-irees. The Palm. trees did teach un-

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to the Arch, and are therefore twenty Cubits high, the Che- 
7ubims are ten Cubits high, and their Wings five Cubits 
long, wherewith they did touch on both Sides the Palm- 
trees. They were firſt made of Wood, overlaid after- 
wards with Gold, In the erer of the Moſt Holy ſtood 
the Ark of the Covenant, with the Mercy. Seat, Exod. 25. v. Io. 
c. 37. v. 1. On both Ends whereof two ſmall Cherubims 
were put, with their Faces towards one another, lookin 
to the Mercy -· Seat, two of their Wings they ſtretch'd forth 
on High, covering the Mercy Seat with them, but the two 
other Wings they ſtretch'd downward ; theſe were cauſed 
by Moſes to be made of pure Gold, Exod. 37. v. 7. There 
alſo ſtood on the South and North Side of the Ark of the 
Covenant, two other Cherubims which were ten Cubits high, 
made of Olive- Wood overlaid with Gold, and ſtanding in 
ſuch a Manner, that they reach'd with one Wing the Wall 
of the M:ft Holy; with the other, each others Wing where- 
with they did cover alfo the Ark. 


§. 3. 


Above at the Entry of the Porch we have mentioned, 
that a Wall of five Cubits thick ſurrounded the Temple, as 
alſo, when we treated about the coming in of the Holy, 
that another ſix Cubits thick went round about the Temple. 
Between both Wall is left a Space of five Cubits broad for 
Chambers, which alſo in three Rows went round the Tem- 
ple, except the Eaſt Side, where is the coming im or En- 


try of the Temple. Theſe two Walls are ſupported by But. 


treſſes, which are eleven Cubits thick, taking up by their 
Bigneſs, not only the ſaid Space, of five Cubits, but alſo 
the ourward Wall of five Cubits, jetting out there above 


one Cubit more. And becauſe three Rows of Chambers. 
are one above another, likewiſe three Stories are required. 


Such a Story conſiſt of Beams and Boards; the Beams and 
Boards are laid upon the Reſts or Stays of the Buttreſſes. As for 
the 
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the right out ward Height of all three Rows, it is to be ob- 
ſerved, that thoſe Chambers have been ſomewhat higher 
then the Floor of the Temple, which Heightning is made 
in Proportion to the Height of the Baffs of a Buttreſs of 
two Cubits, therefore ſome Steps were laid on the Eaſt- 
Side of the Holy. Upon the two Cubits of the Baſis, the 
three Calam. of all the Chambers were put, above which 
was a Covering of four Cubits high, whereby their whole 
Height of tweaty-five Cubits one quarter is to be ſeen; fo 
that they are equal to the firſt Story in the Courts. With thoſe 
Chambers ends alſo the outward Wall of five Cubits. But 
as for the inward Wall of ſix Cubits, the ſame goes farther 
up to the Covering of the Temple, and is ſupported by But- 
treſſes, which are erected juſt above the undermoſt.

In all the faid Buttreſſes betwixt the Chambers are 
Openings, ſo that one might go through the ſame round 
about the Temple, out of one Chamber into the other. 
Concerning their Uſe, in the ſame were kept the Golden 
and Silver Veſſel; as alſo the People went in there for to 
have their Devotion.

On the Eaſt-ſide of the Temple, on both Ends of the 
Length of the Porch, are underneath two Chambers more, 
one towards the South, the other towards the North Cor- 
ner, where was the coming into the ſaid Chambers. 
Each of them has four Doors, one towards the open Place, 
the Second juſt over-againlt the former towards the Porch, ' 
the Third towards the undermoſt inſide Chambers, the 
Fourth towards the Winding-ſtairs, by which you did go 
up to the middle and vppermoſt Chambers. "Theſe two 
Chambers were larger than the aboveſaid other Chambers, 

= being 
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being on all Sides enlarged by two Cubits, and having 
two Chambers more one above another, and fo with 
the undermolt together ſix Chambers. Theſe as well as 


the former, were overlaid and beautified with Cedar- Wood 


§. 6, 


Remains ſtill the Hall of the Temple, which is in the ſe- 
cond Story, all over the whole Edifice, where: the Taber- 
nacle, with all what belongs to it, was preſerved. The 
Covering of the Temple equal to the Coverings of the 
Courts, did conſiſt out of Brats Tiles, being caſt of the belt 
Corinthian Brals, Joſe ph. Lib. 5. Bell. Cap. 14. lays, that 


they were of Gold. 


And ſo much for the Preſent about the Conſtruction of 
the Temple, where it is evident that this Building was che 
greateſt Maſter-Piece not only of Architecture, but alto of 
Workmanſhip and Magnificency.

WE HE Lord ordered Moſes, Exod. 25. v. B. 


to erett a Tabernacle in the following Words: 
Aud let them make 4 Sandt uary that I might 
awell amongſt them; and in the next Verſe. 
he ſaith, According to all that I ſhew thee, 
aſter the Pattern of the 1 abernac'e, and the 
Pattern of all the Inſtruments thereof even 9. 
ſhall ye make it. Which is repeated again in the 4oth Verſe; 
And look that thou make them after the Pattern which was ſhew'd 
thee in the Mount. As tor the inward Conſtruction of the 
Tabernacle, it is thus ordered, Exod. 26. v. 15, 16. and 
Cap. 36 v. 20. And thou ſhalt make Boards for the Tabernacle 
of Shittim-wood ſtanding ap, (viz. Deal-boards or Planks. 
ſaw'd out of high or great Trees, which did grow in the 
Deſart of Shi/tim, for to make out of them a Defendent- 
Wall round the Tabernacle or Habitation) Tex Cabits- ſhall: 
be the Length of a Board, and a Cabit and a half ſhall be the 


Breaath = one Board. Concerning the Thicknels, the _ 
alter: 


4 A: Deſcription of the T abernacle, 


after the Opinion of Joſephus, has been four Inches. Theſe 
Boards ſtood with their Tenons or Pins in certain Sockets 
or Feet, Exod. 26. v.17. 

On the South and North fide, were erected twenty of 


"theſe Boards, Exod. 26. v. 18, 20. But on the Weſtſide 


(the Tabernacle not being ſo broad as long) only fix toge» 
ther with two Planks on the two Corners of the Taber- 
nacle. Each of theſe Boards had two Sockets of Silver, fo 
that a Board with its Socket was ten Cubits h:gh, ſixteen 
Fingers broad, four Inches thick. The Sockets are almoſt 
one Cubit high. The ſaid Meaſure of the Corner-Boards 
was neceſſary for the Breadth of the Tabernacle, which 
was ordered to be betwixt the two Walls ten Cubits 
broad, viz. the third Part of the Length. 8 
„The Bars which kept the Boards together, are deſoribed 
Exod. 26. . 26, Exod. 36. v. 31, 32. on each Side were 
five Rows of Bars, each Row couſiſting of three Bars, in 
all for cach Side filzecn Bars, at ten Cubits a- piece long; 
ſo that both Sides together make thirty, Bars. The tivg 
Bars for the back Wall, are our of one Piece; fo that the 
Bars amount in all to thirty five, which were ſquare, four 
Inches thick, overlaid with thin Plates of Gold, Exod. 26. 
v. 29. 

Further, Moſes was ordered by the Commandment of 
the Lord, o make the Vail Exod 26. v. 31. and CA. 36. v.36. 
as alſo to prepare four Pillars, whereon the Vail ſhould be 
hang'd up, to divide the Fabernacle in two Parts, and to 
leparate thereby the Holy trom the Moff Hol, Theſe Pil- 
lars are deſcribed Exod. 26. v, 32, that they ſhould be 
made out of S#:1tme-word, and overlaid with Gold, the 
have likewiſe their Sockets of Silver, in an equal Height 
with the above ſaid Boards, they are ſquare, and their 
Cha piters covered with Gold, having Go'den Hooks 
whereupon che Vail was hang'd, Exod, 26. v. 32. Such 
a Pillar is broad one Cubit; betwixt each of them is a 
Space of two. Cubits, ſo that the Pillars with the Spaces

A Deſcription of the Tabernarle. 9 
At the Entrance of the Tabernacle are five Pillars more, 
the Chapiters whereof were alſo over-laid with Gold, bur 
the Sockets of Braſs. Two of thoſe were before, viz. 
on each Side or Corner one þ the three others being ſet up =... 
in ſuch a Manner, that one was in the Middle having on 
both Sides an Opening each three Cubits and a half 
broad, whereunto the Breadth of the three Pillars, three 
Cubits being added, maketh the whole Breadth of the Ta- 
bernacle ten Cubits. The Shaft of theſe Pillars is ſeven 
Cubits and a half high, the Chapiter one Cubit and ſome- 
what more, the Socket almoſt one Cubit and a halt, is to- 
gether ten Cubits. 

The Tabernacle was hung with ten Curtains of ſine 
twined Linnen, Blue, Purple and Scarlet, with Cherubims 
of moſt curious Work, Excd. 26. v. 1. Theſe Curtains 
were to be twenty-eight Cubits long and four Cubiis broad, 
all of one Meaſure, in ſuch a Manner, that the Curtains 
were ſpread in the Length croſs over the Tabernacle, hang- 
ing on each Side one Cubit from the Ground. Oli thete . 
Curtains five and five Breadths were coupled together one 
to another ; ſo that two great Curtains were made out of 
them, and theſe were joyned together with fitty Taches 
and Loops, fuch Taches and Loops were a little above thir- 
teen Inches from one another. 

Moreover, Moſes was ordered to make Coverings out of 
Goats-hair, for a Covering upon the Tabernacle, of eleven 
Curtains or Hangings, Excd. 26. v. 7, 8. each of them long 
thirty Cubits, broad four Cubits : Theſe were put toge- 
ther out of five and fix Breadths, ſo that they made out 
again two large Curtains, which were joyned by fiſty Taches 
and Loops, Exod, 26. v. 9, 10, 11, 13. 

Above this Vail of Goats-hair, another was l.kewiſe to be 
made out of Rams-skins died red, Exod. 26. v. 14. This Co- 
vering was ſo large, that the whole Tabernacie above, be- 
hind, and on all Sides could be covered with it, to the End 

that 
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that the Covering of Goats-hair might be ſufficiently pre- 
ferved againſt the Rain. 
Here above, another Covering was fpread made of 
Badgers-Skins, Exod. 26, v. 14. This Covering did not 
hang quite down over the Tabernacle, but was ſpread only 
above the Cieling of it, fo that it did hang down only 
little round about, that the Water or the Rain could run 
off; and this Covering being the belt able to reliſt the 
Wind and Rain, it did ſerve to defend the other Coveriags. 

And theſe were all the Coverings and Hangings of the 

Tabernacle, where only mult be added the firſt Vail at the En- 
try of the Tabernacle after Exod 26 v. 36. And thou ſbalt male 
an Hang ing for the Door of the Tent, of Blue, and Purple, and Sc ar- 
let, and fine twined Linnen wrought with Needle-work, which 
Hanging mult be underſtood, that it was made like the inſide 
Vail, and the firſt Covering of the Tabernacle. Notwithſtand- 
ing the Meaſure of theſe two Vails is not deſcribed, never- 
theleſs it is cafily to be gueſs' d, out of the Bigneſs of the 
Tabernacle, Becauſe they being made to ſurround and in- 
cloſe the Tent, they have had the Length and Breadth of 
ren Cubits, and were faſtned behiad on the four aboveſaid 
Pillars with golden Hooks and Rings. 

The inward Vail is deſcribed, Ex2d 26. v.31, 32, 33. 
and Cap. 36. v. 35. The Apoltle to Hebr. 9. v. 3. calls it 
the Second Vail, viz. in reſpec of the firſt Vail. which did 
ſeparate the Entry of the Tabernacle, from the Court round 
about the Tabernacle. 

In this Manner the Tabernacle was divided into two dif- 
ferent Rooms, whereof the firſt was called the Holy, the 
Second Part behind the Second Vai, the Moff Holy, Tne 
firſt Divition or the Holy was twenty Cubits long, and the 
Miſt Holy Place ten Cubits. In the oft Holy was the Ark 
of the Covenant, with the Cherubims upon the Mercy ſeat, 
the Pot with the Manna, and the Rod of Aaron. "The Jews 
are of Opinion, that the Coffer with the Galdea Emeroas aud 
Mice, which were ſent back with the Ark of the Teſtimony 
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by the Philiſtines, x Sam. 6. v. 17. was alſo put into the 
Ark, In this Place no Body was permitted to enter, nei- 
ther Levite nor Prieft, but only the High Prieſt once in a 
Year, on the great Day of Atonement, on which Day he 
had Leave to enter it clothed in White, Levit. 16. v 3, 4. 

In the firft Part of the Tabernacle, viz. in the H 
Place, were put the following holy Ornaments and Veſſels, 
viz. the Golden Altar of Incenſe, the Golden Candle- 
ſtick and the Table with the Shew-bread. No one was per- 
mitted to come in here, not even the common Levites, but 
only the High- Prieſt and thoſe Prieſts, which had the 
Charge at that Day to bura the Incenſe, to light the 


Lamps, and to put upon the Table new Shew-bread, 


The Way of the Conſtruction, and the Space and Big- 
neſs of the Court round about the Tabernacle is deſcribed, 
Exod, 27.9. to the 2oth Verſe, as alſo Exod, 38. v. 9. ſeq. 
where the Computation of the Coſts, as alſo the Weight of 
all che Gold, Silver, and other building Materials together, 
with a great many other Things are deſcribed. That this 
Court has been uncovered and in the open Air, appears, 
becauſe the Altar of Burnt-Offering has been in the Mid- 
dle of it, where upon always a Fire mult be burning, 
the Cattle for the Offerings being kill'd, and offer'd upon 
the Altar, which could nor be done in a cover'd Place. 
In the Court were alſo the Laver and all that was neceſſary 
for the Killing, Skinning, Cleaning, and Waſhing of the 
Cattle for the Offerings, As for the Hangings wherewith 
this Court was covered, it 1s believed, that they were 
hollow like a Net-work, fo that every one could ſce thro? 
them all what was done in the Court ; for the Linnen was 
hollow or thin like Gauze, fo that this eaſily could be done. 

With fuch beautiful Hangings the tour Sides of the 
Court were incloſed, the Hanging of the South-(ide was 
one hundred Cubits long, and the North: ſide likewiſe one 
hundred Cubits, but the Weſt-ſide had but fifty Cubits, 
and the Eaſt-fide likewiſe at the Entry, as well as on both 
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Sides of the Entry fifty Cubits, each Hanging being broad 


and long twenty Cubits, and five Cubits high, Exod 27. 


v. 9. and Chap. 38. v. 18, Chap. 22. v. 10, 11. Chap. 37. 


v. 12. | 8 
The whole Length of this Place was one hundred Cu- 
bits, and the Breadth fifty Cubits, ſurrounded round a- 
bout with Pillars; on the South ſide were twenty, on the 
North ſide twenty, on the Weſt. ſide ten, and on the Eaſt- 
fide ten Pillars. Theſe Pillars were made of Shittim- wood, 
with Sockets of Braſs; but their Chapiters (Capitals) and 
Hooks, where the Hangings were faſtned too, have been 
of Silver. Such a Pillar with its Socket without the Ca- 
pital was five Cubits high, ſo that the Capitals could be 


{een above the Hangings and the five Cubits. 


In Exod. 38. v. 31, is mentioned of Pins of Braſs, and 
Numb. 3. v. 37. and Chap. 4. v. 32. the Cords are added, 
without which the Pins were of no uſe: Theſe Pins were 
like long Nails, the Uſe whereof was this, that they were 
faſtened into the Ground; that the Pillars over againſt 
each of which was found ſucha Pin, might be faſtned to 
them with Cords, and ſupported, that the outward Wall of 
the "Tabernacle might run no Danger of being over thrown 
by the Wind, as for the Nails on the Tabernacle it ſelf, we 
find no mention at all of any Cords to them; ſo that it is 
ſuppoſed, that on the Edge of the uppermoſt Coverin 
of Badger-skins, a certain Sort of Loops was made, to fa- 
ſten them cloſe to the ſaid Pins of the Tent, to prevent 
the Winds coming under, and diſcovering the Inſide of 
the Tabernacle. 

Having conſidered the 1, and Outward Conſtruction of 
the Taberracle, we are [till to view the Holy Veſlels and 
Inſtruments which were kept there. Ihe chieſeſt of them 
which the T/raelztes did conlider as a myſterious Seal of the 
Divine Preſence in the Moſt Holy Place, was the Ark of the 
Covenant, Exod. 25, Ve. 10. ſeq. and Chap. 37. the Inſtru- 
ction is to be ſeen, in what Manner the Lord would have 


it 
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it made. It was made of Wood, and overlaid with Gold 
by the ingenious Architect Bezalee/, The Length of it was 
two Cubits and a half, the Breadth one Cubit and a half, the 
Heighth one Cubit and a half. Round about was a Crown 
of pure Gold, and it is believ'd that underneath alſo a 
Border or Foot like a Socket, has been round the Ark. 
Four Golden Rings were caſt and faſtened to the four 
Corners of the Ark. The Staves which were put into the 
Golden Rings, whereby the Ark was born, were alſo 
of Shittim- wood overlaid with Gold. They have been ſo 
long, that they ſtood out as well behind as before, one 
full Cubit, nay, almoſt one Cubit and a half, fo that they 
were five Cubits full, or near five Cubits and a half long. 

The Court of the Ark, called by Moſes, the Mercy-Seat 
was of pure Gold of an equal Length and Breadth with 
the Ark of the Covenant, Exod. 27. v. 17. 

In what Manner or Poſture the Cherzbims ſtood upon 
rhe Mercy-Seat, is to be ſeen by the Command of the Lord, 
Exod. 24. v. 18, 19, 20, 21. Theſe Cherubims were of Maſſy 
or pure Gold, one Wing is one Cubit and a half long; and 
p a Cherub ſtood upright, he would be two Cubits and a half 
ong. 2 
1 he Altar of :-Incexſe was erected likewiſe out of Shittim- 
wood, and becauſe it was overlaid with Gold, it is call'd 
alſo the Golden Altar. The Meaſure of it given by Moſes, 
Exod. 30. v. 1. ſeg. ſheweth ſufficiently, that it has been 
above and below ſquare, viz, one Cubir long and broad, 
and two Cubits high without the. Horns. 'Thete Horns 
were alſo of Wood, not out of ſeparate Pieces, but out of 
the ſame Piece of Wood with the Altar, like the Branches of a 
Tree, which proceed out of the ſame Root. Above, round 
about the Altar was a Golden Edge, and on both Sides the 
Altar had two Rings tor the Staves to bear it withal. The 
Staves were made like thoſe of the Ark of the Covenant; 
however not ſo long, only about three Cubits; ſo that 
they behind and before did come out to the Length of 
ä one 
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one Cubir. The Place: where the Altar ſtood is evident 
out of Exod. 30. v. 6. And thou fhalt put it before the Vail, 
that is by the Ark of the Teftimony : So that it was in the 
Middle of the Breadth of the Tabernacle, almoſt back- 
ward towards the Ark of the Covenant, (berwixt which 


and the Altar was the Vail) between the Golden Candle- 
ſtick and the Shew- bread Table. 

The Goldes Candleſtick is deſcribed, Exod. 25, v. 21. /eq. 
and Chap. 37. v. 17. till 25. But its Meaſure is mentioned 
no where. Nevertheleſs it is probable, that it has been fo 
high as was neceſſary to give Light over the Altar of Incenſe, 


and the Table of the Shew-bread, but not out of the 


Reach of a Man. In what Way or Manner the Lamps 
were ordered, is to be ſeen out of Vamb. 8. v. 2. To 
the Caraleſtick were belonging allo Tongs, Snufſ-diſhes, and 
ſome Golden Veſlels, to put the Oil into the Lamps, and 
to keep them burning, | 

The Table for the Shew-bread conſiſts of Shittim-wood, 
whereof we have Exod. 25. v. 23. ſeq. vis; That it has 


been two Cubits long, one Cubit broad, and one Cubit and a 


— half high, foverlaid with Gold. In the 24th and 25th Verſe, 


is mention made of one Border and two Crows of Gold, 
round about the Table; which without doubt, were part- 
ly for its Ornament, partly neceſſary for its Uſe. Further, 
there were four Golden Rings, in the four Corners on the 
four Feet underneath the undermoſt Crown, wherein 
the Staves of Shittim wood overlaid with Gold, were 
put, that the Table might be born with them. Con- 
cerning the Veſſels belonging to the Table. vid. Exod. 25, 
>. 29. The Bigneſs of the Bread is partly deſcribed, Levit. 
24. v. 5. 

The chiefeſt Veſſel that was in the Court of the Tabernacle, 
was the Brazen Altar of Burnt- Offering; the Form whereof 
is deſcribed Exod, 2 1. v. 1. ſeq, compared with Chap. 38, 
v.1i. The inward Conſtruction of this Altar, was like- 
wiſe of S$5;#:4m-wood tive Cubits long and broad, but on- 


ly 
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ly three Cubits high overlaid with Braſs. The Bigneſs of 
the Horns is not mentioned, but after the Opinion of the 


Jews, they ſhould have been five Hands Breadth high, vis. 


as faras they were ſtrait, before they bent. Their Uſe was to 
bind theSacrifices untothem till all was ready for theOffering, 
and this is the Meaning of David, Pſalm 118. v. 27. when 
he ſays, Bind the Sacrifice with Coras, even to the Hirns of the 
Altar. Upon the Altar was a Grate of ſtrong Brazen Bars, 
which were hammer*d croſs one above another, on the inſide 
the Altar was likewiſe overlaid with Braſs. All the things 
belonging to the Altar are mentioned, Exod. 27. v. 3. which 
were all of Braſs, The Place where the Altar ſtood is 
ſhew*d Exod. 40. v. 6. 

The Laver of Braſs is deſcribed, Exod. 30. v. 18. but 
its Meaſure and Form are not mentioned. The Prieſts 
were obliged to waſh in the ſame the Sacrifices, as alſo 
their Hands and Feet. In Exoa. 38. v.8. weare told thac 
the Laver was made of the Looking-glaſſes of the Women, 
About the Explanation whereof, the Interpreters very much 
differ: Nevertheleſs, the Opinion of the moſt of them is; 
That Moſes cauſed the Lever of Braſs, to be caſt of the 
Lcoking-Glaſſes of the Religious Women, which they 
brought freely ; that theſe Looking Glaſſes were made of 
poliſh'd Braſs, or at leaſt that they had Brazen Frames, 
tuch Looking- Glaſſes having been very common amongſt 
former and ancient Nations. 

And this is what has been thought moſt neceſſary to men- 
tion in the ſhorteſt and plaineſt Method, concerning the 
Architecture of the Tabermacle, and the Conſttruction of all 


the Holy Veſſels that did belong to it.
